To the inhabitants of the Town of Lyme, New Hampshire, who are qualified to vote in Town 
affairs: 


You are hereby notified that the Annual Town Meeting of the Town of Lyme, New Hamp- 
shire, will be held at the Laura Barnes School Auditorium on Tuesday March 12, 1991 at 
nine o’clock A.M., to act upon the following subjects: 


Polls will open for voting by ballot on Articles 1 to 16 at 9:00 A.M. and will close at 7:00 
P.M., unless the Town votes to keep the polls open to a later hour. All other Articles will be 
considered at the business meeting which will start at 9:15 A.M. 


ARTICLE 1: To vote by non-partisan ballot for the following Town Officers: 
One Selectman to serve for a term of 3 years; 
One Town Clerk to serve for a term of 3 years; 
One Overseer of Public Welfare to serve for a term of 1 year; 
One Road Agent to serve for a term of 1 year; 
One Trustee of Trust Funds to serve for a term of 3 years; 
Three Budget Committee Members to serve for a term of 3 years; 
Three Library Trustees to serve for a term of 3 years; 
Three Recreation Committee members to serve for a term of 3 years; 
One Recreation Committee member to serve for a term of 2 years; 
One Cemetery Commissioner to serve for a term of 3 years; 
One Planning Board Member to serve for a term of 3 years; 
One Sexton to serve for 1 year. 


ARTICLE 2: To vote by non-partisan ballot on the question: Shall we modify optional 
adjusted elderly exemptions from property tax? The optional exemptions, based on assessed 
value, for qualified taxpayers shall be as follows: 

For a person 65 years of age up to 75 years, ($30,000); 

For a person 75 years of age up to 80 years, ($60,000); 

For a person 80 years of age or older, ($120,000). 

To qualify, the person must have been a New Hampshire resident for at least five 
years; own the real estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by his/her 
spouse,they must have been married for at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer must have 
a net income of less than $10,000 or, if married, a combined net income of less than $12,000; 
and own net assets not in excess of $50,000 excluding the value of the person’s residence. 


ARTICLE 3: To vote by non-partisan ballot on the question: Shall we adopt the provisions 
of RSA 72:28, V and VI for an optional veterans’ exemption and an expanded qualifying war 


service for veterans seeking the exemption? The optional veterans’ exemption is $ 100, 
rather than $50. (By Petition.) 


ARTICLE 4: To vote by non-partisan ballot on the question: Shall we adopt the provisions 
of RSA 72:35, IV for an optional property tax exemption on residential property for a ser- 
vice-connected total disability? The optional disability exemption is $1,400, rather than 
$700. (By Petition.) 


ARTICLE 5: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to add 
a new section 1.35 that identifies other land use controls in effect in Town and states that if 
ordinances conflict, the stricter provision governs. 

(Full text of this amendment is on page 65 of the Town Report.) (Recommended by the 
Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 6: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to add 
a new Section 1.43 that clarifies the status of building or zoning permits requested prior to 
and after posting of the notice of proposed amendments to the Zoning Ordinance. (Full text 
of this amendment is on page 65 of the Town Report.) (Recommended by the Planning 
Board.) 


ARTICLE 7: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to 
change the definition of development to specifically include road ways and driveways. 
(Full text of this amendment is on page 65 of the Town Report.) (Recommended by the 
Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 8: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to 
change the definition of driveway by deleting the reference to two dwelling units. 

(Full text of this amendment is on page 65 of the Town Report.) (Recommended by the 
Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 9: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to 
replace the first sentence of Section 3.252 with two sentences that clarify the definition of the 
Steep Slopes Conservation District. 

(Full text of this amendment is on page 65 of the Town Report.) (Recommended by the 
Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 10: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to 
change the uses permitted by Special Exception in the Steep Slopes Conservation District in 
Section 4.62B by a) deleting all references to “distances of not more than 100 feet,” and b) 
adding new standards for roadway and access design, construction and maintenance. This 
amendment also deletes the words, “where the slopes crossed by the use do not exceed 25%” 
in the first paragraph. (Full text of this amendment is on page 66 of the Town Report.) 
(Recommended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 11. To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to 
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add a new Section 5.25 to allow the creation of lots with less than the minimum road frontage 
in the case of Cluster/Lot Size Averaging and conservation lots, if said lots have adequate 
access. A definition for “Conservation Lot” is also added to Section II. (Full text of this 
amendment is on page 66 of the Town Report.) (Recommended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 12: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to 
change Section 6.10 to include political signs among those signs not subject to certain regula- 
tions. (Full text of this amendment is on page 66 of the Town Report.) (Recommended by 
the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 13: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to 
add a new Section 8.23 which would enable expansion of existing structures and the con- 
struction of accessory buildings within or into conservation protection districts subject to the 
special exception provisions and four new requirements Sections 5.22 (C) and 5.22 (D) 
would also be amended to allow for this change. (Full text of this amendment is on page 
66 & 67 of the Town Report.) (Recommended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 14: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to 
revise Section 9.21 to clarify when a building permit, special exception and variance are 
needed. References to a certificate of compliance are deleted. Also, if the Administrator’s 
position is vacant, the Selectmen are authorized to issue permits. (Full text of this amend- 
ment is on page 67 & 68 of the Town Report.) (Recommended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 15: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to 
add a paragraph to Section 9.22 which establishes a timeframe within which the Administra- 
tor must act on an application for a zoning permit. (Full text of this amendment is on page 
68 of the Town Report.) (Recommended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 16: To vote by non-partisan ballot to amend the existing zoning ordinance, to 
change the title of Section 9.25 and to change Section 9.25B to clarify the conditions sur- 
rounding revocation, expiration and renewal of zoning permits. (Full text of this amendment 
is on page 68 of the Town Report.) (Recommended by the Planning Board.) 


ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $3,500 to establish a 911 tele- 
phone service within the Town. 


ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to appoint a steering 
committee of three (3) individuals to oversee the repair and replacement of the bell tower at 
the Academy Building in Lyme Center and to authorize the Selectmen, as agents for the 
Town, to expend any appropriated and donated funds raised for that purpose. (By Petition.) 


ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and make payment to the follow- 
ing Capital Reserve and Trust Funds for the purposes set forth in the Budget as submitted by 
the Budget Committee as follows: 


Bridge Reserve $ 5,000 
Equipment Reserve, Vehicle 27,500 
Equipment Reserve, Heavy 12,500 
Emergency Major Equipment Rebuilding 3,000 
Property Appraisal 10,000 
Academy Building Restoration Fund 4,000 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate funds and authorize the select- 
men as agents for the Town to withdraw and expend such funds from the Capital Reserve and

Trust Funds for-the purposes set forth in the budget as submitted by the budget committee as 
follows: 


Equipment Reserve, Vehicle $ 50,000 
Equipment Reserve, Heavy 35,000

ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray the Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same, as 
recommended in the budget by the Budget Committee.

ARTICLE 24: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply for, contract 
for, and accept from the Federal or State government, or any subdivision thereof, or from 
private corporations, or individuals, funds, including any funds from the NH Land Conserva- 
tion Investment Program RSA 221-A, equipment, services, or purpose consistent with public 
need and benefit, and to authorize the Selectmen to disburse such funds as they deem neces- 


sary. 


ARTICLE 25: To hear reports of Agents, Auditors, or Committees or other officers hereto- 
fore chosen, and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 26: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of the tax revenues, as provided under the Municipal Finance Act, RSA Chapter 


ARTICLE 27: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell at public 
auction or by advertised, sealed bids any real estate acquired by the Town through tax 
collector’s deeds provided, however, that instead the Selectmen in their discretion may 
reconvey such real estate to the previous owner or to the heirs and/or divisees of such previ- 
ous owner if they deem such action advisable. 


ARTICLE 28: To transact any other business that may legally be brought before this Town 
Meeting.

ARTICLE 20. Tony Ryan made the motion that the reports of Agents, Auditors, Commit- 
tees, and other officers heretofore chosen, be accepted as set forth in the printed report.

Dorf Sears read the following statement: Nine years ago the town voted at the March meeting 
to “instruct the selectmen to notify the citizens annually, through such means as the ‘Lyme 
Church News,’ box-holder mailings or other ways, of the names of the chairmen of the 
various town committees, commissions, councils, boards, and departments, and of the days, 
time and place of meetings of the same, as well as the hours at which the offices of the 
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selectmen, town clerk, tax collector, and library are open.” 


Life in Lyme is now even more complex, particularly with the expansion of sub-division 
regulations, the addition of excavation and driveway regulations, and, of course, zoning. 


The Zoning Amendment Committee was quickly aware of this. Last August it wrote to the 
selectmen saying , in part, that it “noted that people in Lyme are confused about the proper 
procedures they must follow to comply with all the ordinances now in effect” and “ strongly 
recommend[ed] that the selectmen outline, in the Church News, the steps a person must take 
to satisfy all zoning, planning board, and Selectmen’s ordinances, including the names of the 
people to see and the hours they are available.” 


No answer was received. No such information has appeared. I believe it is time the select- 
men followed the vote of 1981 and also clarified what we need to do to comply with the 
many town ordinances, who we need to see, and when we could see them. 


Tish Smith read the following report of the Zoning Board: The Zoning Administrator, 
Robert Liotta, was appointed on May 10, 1989. Prior to his appointment, the Selectmen were 
responsible for acting on applications for Building Permits. During 1989, a total of 139 
applications for Building/Zoning Permits were submitted. Of this number the Selectmen and 
subsequently the Zoning Administrator approved 107 permits and referred 18 to the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment, either for a Special Exception, a Variance or an appeal from the denial 
of a permit. The remaining applications were either withdrawn, held without action awaiting 
the submission of further information from the applicant or action by the Planning Board. 


The Zoning Board, appointed on April 27, 1989, held a total of 14 meetings during 1989. 
The Board, after public hearings, granted 11 special exceptions, turned down three such 
requests and denied one administrative appeal and one request for a variance. Two cases 
were carried forward into 1990 and one request was withdrawn. The following persons have 
been appointed to the Zoning Board of Adjustment: Letitia Smith, Chairman; William Grant, 
Vice-Chairman; Robert Kirwan; Richard Drew; David Roby; Nancy Itkin, Alternate and 
Recording Secretary; William Nichols, Alternate; and Robert Pantel, Alternate.

ARTICLE 21. Barbara Roby made the motion that the Town vote to authorize the Select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of the tax revenues, as provided under the Municipal 
Finance Act, RSA Chapter 33.

Freda Swan made the motion that the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to sell at public auction or by advertised, sealed bids any real estate acquired by the Town 
through tax collector’s deeds provided, however, that instead the Selectmen in their discre- 
tion may reconvey such real estate to the previous owner or to the heirs and/or divisees of

ARTICLE 23. Harry Sanborn requested that the Town of Lyme, NH send a message to the 
Legislature and Governor calling for a comprehensive toxics law requiring coordinated 
programs of planning, research and development, education, enforcement, and economic 
incentives to achieve toxics reduction by substitution with safer substances. (By Petition) 


SECONDED 
VOTED IN THE AFFIRMATIVE BY VOICE VOTE 


ARTICLE 24. Jack Menge asked whether it was the sense of the meeting that the Town 
purchase a bulk-mailing permit to be used by all town boards and committees and that the 
expenses incurred be charged to the appropriate budgets. 


In response, the Selectmen felt that legal advice would be necessary before acting on this 
since they would be the overseers of this permit. 


There was some discussion of the appropriateness of the Planning Board’s box-holder mail- 
ing, expressing its views on the proposed Zoning Amendments and that the other side should 
have had an equal opportunity. 


The proposal was voted in the negative. 


It was noted that Tom Tupper has retired from his post on the Budget Committee after twenty 
seven years in that position. 


Mike Smith, Chairman of the Budget Committee, praised Tom for his years of service, 
recalling that he had been a bridge between the natives and new-comers, had a strong sense 
of the Town and had excellent foresight into future town needs. 


Albert Pushee spoke of Tom’s tremendous contribution to the Fire Department, and of his 
being responsible for its upgrading and updating. Also, Albert noted that he was the Town’s 
very able Civil Defense representative; that he was one of the founders of the Mutual Aid 
Association and responsible for the great improvement in emergency communication; and 
that he had been responsible for the first Town Personnel Policies. 


The Selectmen read the following Resolution: 


Be it resolved that the Town of Lyme at this meeting express it’s sincerest thanks to a man 
who, since 1962 has actively participated in the affairs of the Budget Committee and blessed 
it with his solid, steady New Hampshire wisdom and historical background....and further, 
your moderating skills at “Little Town Meeting” will be sorely missed. To you Tom Tupper, 
the Town says thank you, and best wishes to you in the years to come. 
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It was noted that Jasper Day, after serving the Town for fifteen years, was retiring as Sexton. 


A resolution by the Selectmen was read: 


Be it known that the Town of Lyme has been fortunate for the past 15 years of having the 
most beautifully mowed and manicured cemeteries, parks, playgrounds and common of any 
town in the area. This has only been possible because of the dedication, loyalty and hard 
work, through the summer seasons, of one individual. 


To you Jasper Day, this community offers its sincerest thanks, and the best wishes for many 
years of a happy and well deserved retirement. 


The meeting was adjourned at 1:00 P.M.

We have audited the financial statements of the Town of Lyme, New Hampshire for 
the year ended December 31, 1989, and have issued our report thereon dated February 2, 
1990. 


In planning and performing our audit of the financial statements of the Town of 
Lyme, New Hampshire for the year ended December 31, 1989, we considered its internal 
control structure in order to determine our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing 
our opinion on the financial statements and not to provide assurance on the internal control 
structure. 


The management of the Town of Lyme, New Hampshire is responsible for establish- 
ing and maintaining an internal control structure. In fulfilling this responsibility, estimates 
and judgments by management are required to assess the expected benefits and related costs 
of internal control structure policies and procedures. The objectives of an internal control 
structure are to provide management with reasonable, but not absolute, assurance that assets 
are safeguarded against loss from unauthorized use or disposition, and that transactions are 
executed in accordance with management’s authorization and recorded properly to permit the 
preparation of financial statements in accordance with generally accepted accounting prin- 
ciples. Because of inherent limitations in any internal control structure, errors or irregulari- 
ties may nevertheless occur and not be detected. Also, projection of any evaluation of the 
structure to future periods is subject to the risk that procedures may become inadequate 
because of the changes in conditions or that the effectiveness of the design and operation of 
policies and procedures may deteriorate. 


For the purpose of this report, we have classified the significant internal control 
structure policies and procedures in the following categories. 


Budget 

Cash and investments 

Revenue and receivables 

Expenditures for goods and services and accounts payable 
Payroll and related liabilities 


For all of the control categories listed above, we obtained an understanding of the 
design of relevant policies and procedures and whether they have been placed in operation, 
and we assessed control risk. 


A material weakness is a condition in which the design or operation of the specific 
internal control structure elements does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that errors 
or irregularities in amounts that would be material to the financial statement may occur and 
not be detected within a timely period by employees in the normal course of performing their 
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assigned functions. 


Our consideration of the internal control structure would not necessarily disclose all 
matters in the internal control structure that might be reportable conditions and accordingly, 
would not necessarily disclose all conditions that are considered to be material weaknesses as 
defined above. However, our study and evaluation disclosed no condition that we believed 
constitutes a material weakness. 


This report is intended for the information of management, and the Board of Select- 
men. This restriction is not intended to limit the distribution of this report, which is a matter 
of public record.

3. SUSBSTANCE ABUSE EDUCATION FUND 


CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS PROGRAM 


The Lyme Planning Board initiated a Capital Improvements Program (CIP) committee in 
1990. The CIP is to help the town plan for future capital expenditures. This is done by using 
the past ten years as a guide to project the next ten years. Each year the estimates and plans 
are reviewed to make them as realistic as possible. The CIP is used by the Planning Board, 
Zoning Board, Selectmen, and other town planners. A town cannot charge impact fees 
(payments for projected sewer, road etc. costs) unless it has a CIP program. 


The CIP committee has gathered most of the past data and is completing the projections. It is 
expected the CIP will be brought before the town for review during 1991.

ANNUAL REPORT 1990 


Advance Transit, Inc. is a not for profit organization that provides public transportation 
services to the Upper Valley towns of Hartford, Norwich, and Thetford, Vermont, and 
Canaan, Enfield, Hanover, Lebanon, and Lyme, New Hampshire. A.T. is overseen by a 
Board of Directors comprised of representatives for the towns, institutions, and riders served 
by the system. Advance Transit is a relatively young organization, having been incorporated 
in 1984. (Advance Transit was originally a service of the Upper Valley Senior Citizens 
Council dating back to 1981.) A.T. has matured as an organization, and has become increas- 
ingly stable operationally and fiscally. 


In 1989 a comprehensive service analysis was done by Resource Systems Group of Norwich 
and as a result a new system of routes and schedules was implemented in October of 1989. 
The new system features standardized routes, predictable headways, and coordinated trans- 
fers. New bus stop signs featuring the now familiar blue and yellow graphics and logo of 
Advance Transit are being installed at various locations along the routes. In January, 1990 
temporary black and white printed schedules were replaced by an easier to read color ver- 
sion. 


This year, it became necessary for Nichols Hardware to limit heavy vehicle traffic at their 
store. This situation forced Advance Transit to relocate the stop for Eastbound buses to the 
West side of the common. This location was chosen after much communication with the 
Selectmen’s office. 


Many suggestions for schedule changes have been made over the past year by Lyme resi- 
dents. Sometime in the late Winter of 1991, Advance Transit will be organizing a public 
meeting to discuss possible schedule changes. In the meantime, we welcome your comments 
at the office.

CEMETERY COMMISSION REPORT 
Under the able direction of our new sexton, Bill LaBombard, fencing was painted, some trees 
were removed, and a number of stones were cleaned and repaired in the Old Cemetery, and 


along the northern fence line, the Utility Club kindly donated and planted some lilac bushes. 
In the Highland Cemetery, a good deal of old fencing was replaced. 
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Since Lyme has been without a comprehensive cemetery listing of names and burial site 
locations, town cemetery records are being entered in the computer, under the direction of 
Bob Liotta, to compile a complete list of those buried in the Lyme cemeteries. When the 
computer project has been completed and an accurate list generated, an on-site inventory will 
be undertaken to fill in any missing data.

GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


Fiscal year 1990 has been a year of change for Grafton County. The retirement of longtime 
County Administrator William Siegmund prompted the Commissioners to reorganize the overall 
administrative structure of the County. Top administrative positions now include the Executive 
Director, Nursing Home Administrator, Superintendent of Corrections, Farm Manager, and 
Superintendent of Maintenance. The reorganization has improved the efficiency and effectiveness 
of County operations without increasing costs. 


The Sheriff’s Department has also undergone a transition under the leadership of Sheriff Charles 
Barry. The Dispatch Center has been upgraded, courthouse security has been improved, and an 
expanded training program has been offered to help county and municipal law enforcement meet 
State requirements. The Department’s work load has continued to grow, reflecting the increase 
in Superior Court cases. 


As a first set in addressing space problems at the Grafton County Courthouse, the County 
Legislative Delegation appropriated $250,000 of surplus to construct administrative offices 
between the courthouse and nursing home. The commissioners’ office moved into the new 
administrative building in early January, freeing additional space for the County Attorney’s 
Office and the State Probation and Parole Office. Construction cost considerably less than that 
projected for an addition to the courthouse. 


Fiscally Grafton County continues to be very sound. Working together, the Commissioners and 
Legislative Delegation limited budget increases to 4.4%, from $11.2 million in fiscal year 1990 
to$11.7 million for fiscal year 1991. A budget surplus from the previous fiscal year plus increases 
in nursing home revenues and Sheriff’s Department fees contributed to the tax decrease. 


Nevertheless, property taxes continue to fund approximately half of the County budget, with the 
rest coming from a combination of State and Federal monies and user fees. The Commissioners, 
through the New Hampshire Association of Counties, continue to monitor State legislative 
proposals that would increase county costs, thereby increasing local property taxes. During the 
1990 legislative session we were effective in averting attempts to increase the County share of 
Medicaid costs and eliminate the Medically Needy Program, which would have forced counties 
to absorb nursing home costs for medically needy residents or ask towns to provide general 
assistance. 


During fiscal year 1990 Grafton County also distributed a total of $78,836 in State Incentive 
Funds to programs that prevent out-of-home placements of troubled children and youth. 
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Included were drug and alcohol abuse prevention programs, parenting skills workshops, parent 
aides, child care training and referrals, services to pregnant teens, and court diversion for first- 
time youthful offenders. The Commissioners also expanded the County-funded Youth and 
Family Mediation Program to provide services countywide, adding the Plymouth center to those 
in Lebanon and Littleton. These efforts help limit county expenditures for court-ordered services 
to children and youth ($611,462 in fiscal year 1990). 


The Grafton County Board of Commissioners hold regular weekly meetings on Thursday at 9:30 
a.m. at the Grafton County Commissioners Office Building. Every fourth Thursday afternoon 
the Commissioners also meet at the Nursing Home, House of Corrections and Farm, followed 
by a tour of each facility. All meetings are open to the public, and we encourage public and press 
attendance.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Conservation Easements: 

The town’s new tax maps include markings for properties with conservation easements. We 
urge all easement Grantors to check these maps for proper markings and boundaries. The 
commission presently annually monitors sixteen of these easements on behalf of the town. 
Starting next fall public participation will be encouraged. Notices for monitoring walks will 
be posted in the Lyme Church Newsletter. 


Post Pond: 

The commission is presently setting up a seasonal monitoring program for Post Pond. Moni- 
toring will include an assessment of water quality, depth, clarity, and temperature. As an 
introduction to this program a State representative for the Department of Environmental 
Services recently performed a pond monitoring with the assistance of Warren and Joan 
Goldburg. Initial findings showed little change since Post Pond was last monitored by the 
State in 1981. A final report of this latest study will be available in January. 


Education: 

Malada Harlow continues to fascinate our first graders with a creative introduction to natural 
science. Last spring Elissa Malcolm and Matthew Culp attended the Youth Conservation 
Camp. 


The Robert G. Chaffee Wildlife Sanctuary: 


During the past year, no hunting signs were posted, Andy Woodward built and put up five 
blue bird houses, and a group has initiated a fine program to establish a wild flower garden.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Fire Department Volunteers responded to 47 calls in 1990. This is the same level of 
activity that has been experienced in the last several years. 


There were 15 automatic alarms, 11 chimney fires, and 7 automobile accidents. 7 calls were 
for mutual aid to surrounding towns. 


Several training exercises were conducted at the Thetford Area Fire/Rescue Training facility 
in Post Mills. 


The Department has a continuing need for local people interested in becoming volunteer 
firefighters. 


REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


During Calendar Year 1990, the State of New Hampshire experienced an average number of 
wildfires. The three leading causes of these wildfires were fires kindled without a fire permit 
from the Forest Fire Warden, permit fires that escaped control and rekindled fires. All of 
these fires are preventable, but ONLY with your help. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. New Hamp- 
shire State Law (RSA 224:27 II) requires that, “No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or 
cause to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned any material in the open, except 


when the ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a written fire permit from the 


Forest Fir f the town where th ming i n 


Violations of RSA 224:27 II and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are 
misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $1,000 and /or a year in jail and you are also 
liable for all suppression costs. 
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The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted many towns in wildland 
fire suppression during 1990, including a 262 acre fire in Moultonboro and several fires in 
Hooksett. 


In 1990, the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands trained 844 local Wardens and 
Deputy Wardens in the Incident Command System (ICS), and incident management system 
for all types of emergencies. In 1991, Wardens will be trained in the use of Class A foam in 
wildfire suppression.

Headrest, the Upper Valley’s 24-Hour Crisis Hotline and Information & Referral service, 
thanks the residents of Lyme for their support. Headrest serves the people of Lyme in many 
ways: 


24- Hour Hotline 


In an emergency, someone is always available at Headrest to offer personal support and help 
to locate resources. Headrest’s Hotline is certified by the American Assn. of Suicidology, 
and phone workers have special expertise in handling crises involving the use of alcohol or 
drugs. Hotline workers are trained to be understanding, listen carefully to the caller, and lend 
emotional support in a non-judgmental way. 

Information & Referral 


People can call Headrest whenever they have a question or problem and are not sure where to 
turn. Headrest has information on local services, tenants’ and consumers’ rights, drugs & 
alcohol, legal assistance, counseling services, and support groups. Headrest has also been 
designated by ACoRN to be its contact point for information on AIDS issues. 

Shelter for the Homeless 


Temporary lodging is offered to homeless people referred to Headrest by local police, hospi- 
tals, churches, and mental health centers. Also, supervised overnight lodging is available for 
intoxicated persons with funding from New Hampshire & Vermont Offices of Alcohol & 
Drug Abuse Prevention. 

Alcohol & Drug Programs 


Headrest offers information, educational presentations, plus individual and family counseling 
around substance abuse issues: Headrest is virtually the only free or low cost drug & alcohol 
counseling service in the Upper Valley. 

Teenline 


Headrest’s Teenline began operating in March, 1990. Teen volunteers who have completed 
the demanding Teenline training program are available three afternoons & evening a week to 
take calls from their peers. Back-up at other times is provided by Headrest’s 24-Hour 
Hotline. Great emphasis is put on helping teens concerned about their own and others’ drug 
& alcohol problems, who may be depressed or suicidal, victims of abuse, and young people 
who may just be in need of a caring listener. 


Note: Complete financial information and Statistics are on file with the Town. In 1990, 24 
Lyme residents called Headrest’ s Hotline a total of 45 times, including 18 calls about alco- 
hol problems and one suicide call. 
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LYME HOME HEALTH AGENCY 
1990 ANNUAL REPORT 


Lyme Home Health Agency provides skilled nursing, physical therapy, and home health aide 
services in each patient’s home, Well Child Clinics for children from newborns through six year 
olds, flu clinics and blood pressure screenings for all residents of Lyme. Regretfully, Lyme saw 
its last dental clinics for children in 1990 because this State program has been eliminated. In 1990, 
251 home visits were made by our Town nurse and substitute nurses, 98 visits by a physical 
therapist, and 18 by home health aides. There were 49 visits by Lyme children to the Well Child 
Clinics (which are held jointly with Orford and Piermont on the second Thursday of even months 
in Lyme and odd months in Orford). 11 Visits were made by Lyme children at one dental clinic. 
65 influenza vaccinations and 9 pneumovax were given. 35 visits were made to the blood 
pressure screening clinics. Special programs include visits to newborns and their parents and 
some annual visits to senior citizens. Some home care equipment is available for loan. 
Instruction by a professional is required for most of the equipment. 


Lyme Home Health Agency is Medicare certified and licensed by the State of New Hampshire. 
The Well Child Clinic is audited annually by the Bureau of Maternal and Child Health. Payment 
for our services comes from Medicare, Medicaid, private insurance companies, and individuals. 
No one is denied service because of creed, national origin, or inability to pay. Most of our clinics 
and special programs are free. 


Lyme Home Health Agency exists to serve the needs of the people of Lyme. If you want to learn 
more about our services, please call (795-2661) or stop in at our office below the Library. It is 
open Tuesdays and Thursdays from 9:30 to 11:00. When no one is in the office, messages are 
recorded and will be answered as soon as possible. Our staff works part time and is limited to 
following a physician’s orders for care. If you have an emergency, call a medical doctor or the 
FAST SQUAD (643-2222). 


Board meetings are held in the library basement at 7:30 P.M. on the first Thursday of even 
months. Interested residents are welcome. 


LYME HOME HEALTH AGENCY INC.: 
This year the Inc. fund made possible the purchase of the Hemocue, a new baby scale, a new 


telephone answering machine, pamphlets, books to be loaned out and reference books, and 
equipment repairs. We are very grateful for the generous contributions to this fund.

Hospice of the Upper Valley helps people live as fully as possible in the face of death, 
illness, and grief. Hospice provides education programs and direct care services free of 
charge to 25 communities in VT and NH. During 1990: 
SERVICE 


Hospice helped 554 patients, families and friends in its four categories of 
service: ancillary medical support; bereavement care; short-term counseling; 
information and referral. 


One hundred fifteen patient/family units received Hospice nursing assessment 
and consultation, volunteer assistance with routine tasks or respite care in 
home, hospital or nursing home. (222 actual individuals received care.) 


In addition, one hundred thirty-nine people received support and guidance in 
their grief. Twenty-five of these were the children (twelve years and under) in 
our support groups for bereaved children. Forty-three adults participated in 
ongoing support groups. 


Another fifty-one people coping with issues related to death and dying re- 
ceived short-term counseling, and one hundred forty-one received information 
or referral to other services. 


In a new program jointly administered with ACORN, Hospice - trained AIDS 
buddies provided care to eight people. 


Fourteen people from Lyme used our services (from a total of 412 people, 
excluding Information/Referral). 


The care patients and families receive is overseen and guided by the Hospice 
Interdisciplinary Team, which includes at least one representative from the 
following professions: clergy, discharge planner, Hospice nurse, home health 
nurse, oncology nurse, physician, social worker, Hospice volunteer. 


In order to ensure comprehensive medical and case management services, 
Hospice participates in the Hospice Regional Network (with six area home 
health agencies and four other volunteer Hospice programs) to provide the 
Medicare Hospice Benefit. 
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EDUCATION 
Thirty-five people from Upper Valley towns took our volunteer training pro- 
gram in 1990 with many taking it for professional or personal growth. 
Twenty-four want to volunteer time to Hospice. 


They join our pool of one hundred and forty trained volunteers who in 1990 
gave approximately 3000 hours of service to patient/families and 2200 hours in 
administration, fund-raising, publicity, and education. 


Working in conjunction with a local AIDS action group, Hospice offered an 
AIDS buddy training for those interested in helping people with AIDS. Eight 
people completed the course making a total of seventeen buddies currently 
available. 


Eleven Hospice volunteers live in Lyme. 


Our 1990 Annual Speaker’s talk and workshop featured Caroline Myss on 
THE PLACE OF DEATH IN THE HEALING PERSPECTIVE. Over 200 
people attended the talk, an additional thirty-five the workshop. 


Hospice’s other education programs reached 1500 people. Highlights include: 
a course given to Dartmouth Medical School students; presentations to area 
public schools; hospital and nursing home in-services; and annual Hospice 
Sabbath in which seven area churches participated by focusing on the needs of 
the dying and the grieving in their worship services. 

PROGRAM 
Our three paid staff members, an administrative assistant, a nurse and a social 
worker, coordinate the work of Hospice. A creative arts therapist is hired on a 
consulting basis to lead the children’s groups. 


The Board of Directors oversees the administration of Hospice and monitors 
long range development and fund raising. 


Hospice’s major sources of income include memorial gifts, individual dona- 
tions, and town support. We are not a United Way Agency. 


In 1990, Lyme allocated $600.00 towards our $92,000 operating budget. 
For fiscal year 1991, we are requesting $750.00 towards of $97,000 anticipated 
expenses. 


Hospice of the Upper Valley services are available free of charge in Canaan, 
Enfield, Hanover, Lebanon, Lyme, Orford, and Plainfield, New Hampshire; 
and Barnard, Bradford, Bridgewater, Corinth, Fairlee, Hartford, Hartland, 
Newbury, Norwich, Plymouth, Pomfret, Thetford, Topsham, Reading, 
Vershire, West Fairlee, West Windsor, Windsor, and Woodstock, Vermont.

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UPPER VALLEY HOUSEHOLD HAZARDOUS WASTE COMMITTEE 


The Upper Valley Household Hazardous Waste Committee held its seventh annual collection 
of household hazardous waste materials, May 5, 1990. 


The 1989 annual collection served 280 households and no one had to be turned away. Last 
May, over 340 households were served with the help of a 20% increase in budget. When our 
funds were exhausted, the hauler had to close down, and about 100 cars were turned away. 
This increase in community participation shows that citizens are aware of the importance of 
keeping toxic materials out of landfills and are willing to support such a program with their 
own efforts. 


The Committee receives the major portion of its financial support from regional landfills in 
the Upper Valley. In addition, contributions from local businesses and organizations, grants 
from the states of New Hampshire and Vermont, and on-site donations have made it possible 
for us to conduct seven successful annual Collection Days. However, each year costs in- 
crease for the federally licensed hauler, for the trained certified chemists on site and for the 
disposal of the hazardous materials at out-of-state licensed facilities. This year, the Commit- 
tee is looking for additional funds so that all residents who come to the site can be served. 


The next Collection Day will be held May 4, 1991. Area residents are welcome.

UPPER VALLEY LAKE SUNAPEE COUNCIL 


The Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Council is one of the nine regional planning commissions 
serving communities in New Hampshire. Thirty-two communities, 28 in New Hampshire and 
four in Vermont, are members of our Council. Overall, our duties fall into two categories, to 
provide services to member towns and to address regional issues. Four levels of basic services 
are available to ourmembers. These are information, advice, hands-on help and in-depth support. 
Generally, these first three levels of service are provided free of charge to our members. In-depth 
support, such as writing a master plan or zoning ordinance, usually requires a charge, in addition 
to dues, to meet our expenses and break even. In Lyme, we have provided in-depth support in 
the form of a circuit riding planner since 1984. Our circuitriders attend Planning Board meetings 
and help the Board with its review of applications and updating local regulations. In Lyme, our 
circuit rider also holds office hours on Friday mornings to meet with applicants and to take care 
of the Board’s paperwork. 


Our Council also provides a forum for regional issues. Currently, we are working regionally on 
community development, economic development, solid waste, hazardous waste, transportation, 
housing and studies related to Lake Sunapee and the Connecticut River. Of direct import to Lyme 
in the past year is our work with the Upper Valley Solid Waste Management District in planning 
and review of the landfill in Post Mills and with the Connecticut River Valley Resource 
Commission in devising long-term strategies for preserving appropriate land uses along the 
Connecticut River. We also continue to support and cooperate with land preservation efforts in 
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Lyme and the rest of the Region. Our other regional programs benefit Lyme residents when they 
travel within the Region to work or shop. 


The staff of the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Council looks forward to serving Lyme during the 


coming year. Please feel free to contact us for more information about specific activities in your 
community, or whenever we can be of assistance. 


LYME LIBRARY TRUSTEES’ REPORT

This has been a year of seeking input and exploring options for achieving the Library’s 
purpose of information, recreation and refinement. This purpose is achieved by serving as 
both the town and the school library. In addition, the Converse Library Building houses the 
town offices and provides space for many committees and community groups, including 
tutoring pairs. 


For the first time, the 1991 Library budget was split into three segments to accurately account 
for these separate functions. Budget requests under these categories were: $24,666 for town 
library; $13,014 for school library; and $5,749 for town office expenses (e.g. electricity, heat, 
custodial, repair). 


A telephone survey regarding library use and attitude was conducted by volunteers at no cost 
to the library in October. A total of 687 households were identified via the current Lyme 
phone book. Of these, 467 or 68% were reached, 58 phones were disconnected, and 162 
households were not reached. Sixty percent of the respondents said that they use the library; 
most of these use the library at least once a month. The Trustees are currently reviewing 
respondents’ comments and suggestions to determine recommendations for change. Thanks 
to all of you who were so gracious in answering our questions. 


A Library/School Study Committee comprised of library, school and town representatives 
was formed and has met several times in order to make recommendations to the School 
Board and Library Trustees about how the library/school relationship could be structured to 
best meet the future library needs of Lyme students and of the general Lyme public. The

Committee has written a Vision Statement that is a description of the ideal library/school 
relationship. This Statement stands as a guidepost for the school and the library. 


The library is open for 40 hours each week to the general public, including Wednesday night 
and Saturday. The school uses the library during the days —- Monday afternoon and Tues- 
day through Thursday. We are extremely appreciative of the wonderful volunteers who man 
the circulation desk when the librarian is not on duty or is with the school children. 


An estimated 50 volunteers provided 1300 hours of service —- shelving books, organizing 
material, filing or typing cards, repairing books, manning the desk, etc. A list of volunteer 
“jobs” is available at the circulation desk. If you would like to be a part of our very active 
and exciting library, you could volunteer on a weekly or monthly basis, or occasionally, 
Geneva Menge, the Librarian, can help you decide which volunteer “job” would be best for 
you. Ellen Eliason has served as the Trustees’ volunteer coordinator and has organized 
several volunteer work days. 


The Friends of the Lyme Library have been extremely generous to the library this year. The 
friends raise funds via book sales and the cookbook; they provide many volunteer hours to 
the library; they paid for 200 student intern hours over the summer; and they organize the 
renowned art shows. This year the Friends purchased a children’s video collection, a televi- 
sion, and an audio recorder for the library. Our special thanks go to Peg Little, President of 
Friends, and to Rae Welch, chief organizer of the art shows. 


Use of the interlibrary loan program has increased enormously since the State Library pro- 
vides catalog cards for local libraries and thus has records of each library’s collection. As a 
result, the Lyme Library can retrieve and loan us just about any book we could want. An- 
other state change has been the requirement that we use library cards with I.D. numbers 
rather than signatures for checking out material in order to protect our privacy. 


The Lyme School students run around the Lyme Green many times each year to raise money 
to purchase children’s library books. This year’s Blister for Books, coordinated for the 
school by Pru Fisher and Shelly Yosko, raised over $2,500! 


Finally and most visibly —- thanks to John Lee and the support of the town Road Crew - the 
library driveway and parking lot were paved this year. The Trustees thank all those through- 
out the year who, by their volunteer efforts, contributions, and patronage, sustain the library 
and help it fulfill its obligations to the community.

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LYME PLANNING BOARD 


In 1990, the Planning Board held 23 meetings. The Board reviewed two preliminary applica- 
tions and approved 5 final subdivision applications, creating 8 new lots. By comparison, in 
1989, 29 new lots were created and , in 1988, prior to adoption of the Zoning Ordinance, 13 
new lots were created. The Board also approved four boundary line adjustments and five 
excavation permit renewals, including a significant expansion of one gravel pit. 


As a result of the economy, subdivision activity in Town has declined. The Board decided to 
take advantage of this relative lull in their usually busy subdivision review schedule and to 
hold work sessions during their second regular meeting each month. Most of these work 
sessions were dedicated to revising regulations. As a result, the Driveway Access Regula- 
tions were amended and a number of amendments to the Zoning Ordinance have been pre- 
pared for the voters’ approval at 1991 Town Meeting. Most of the amendments will clarify 
portions of the Ordinance. Some are proposed at the request of the Zoning Board of Adjust- 
ment in response to inconsistencies they Have come across while administering portions of 
the Ordinance. We hope you will take the time to get a copy of the amendments at the Town 
Offices to familiarize yourself with them before Town Meeting Day. Pursuant to State law, 
two public hearings were held on the amendments prior to the ballot vote at Town Meeting. 
Questions you may have prior to Town Meeting can be directed to any member of the Plan- 
ning Board. Subdivision Regulation amendments will be proposed early in 1991; we look 
forward to your comments when the public hearing on them is held. 


The Board would like to thank our Town Road Agent, Fred O. Stearns ITI, for his help in 
reviewing driveway access permits. Earl Strout is to be commended for his leadership in the 
Capital Improvement Plan (CIP) effort. We expect to present a CIP to the Town in 1991. 
Special thanks are also extended to our alternates, Margaret Caldwell and David Roby, for 
their time and insight. Special thanks go to Vicki Smith for “keeping us in line” and for her 
work with residents questions on Fridays mornings. 


In the new year, the Board looks forward to your input regarding the CIP and changes to the 
Zoning Ordinance and Subdivision Regulations. The Board also hopes to undertake a survey 
of community attitudes which will serve as a basis for amending the Town Plan. The Board 
will continue to hold its regular meetings on the second and fourth Thursday evenings of 
each month at 7:30 p.m. at the Town Offices. The meetings are open to the public and all are 
welcome. Unfortunately, due to fiscal constraints, our assistant, Vicki Smith, will be avail- 
able to help you only two Friday mornings a month; those Fridays will follow our meetings 
on the second and fourth Thursdays of the month.

The Recreation Committee had a very active year, with ongoing programs all seasons of the 
year. Our third annual skating party and bonfire in January brought out almost 100 people 
for an evening of ice skating, popcorn, and hot chocolate. Ski lessons for 120 kids took place 
on eight Wednesdays thanks to the 30 parent volunteer teachers and the cooperation of Lyme 
School. Spring brought on baseball with 100 first through 7th graders playing either Lyma 
Beans (1 & 2), Loch Lyme Monsters (3,4, & 5), Little League (5 & 6), or “A” League (7). 
The annual Stanley Pushee Memorial Fishing Derby in May was thoroughly enjoyed by 
many area fishermen. 


It was a good summer at Chase Beach with cooperative weather and an active six week 
summer camp for over 120 kids. Tennis clinics at Loch Lyme Lodge and our new courts at 
Post Pond served 50 kids and adults. Basketball activities on our new outdoor court culmi- 
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nated in an excellent tournament. Beautiful weather helped Lyme’s two softball teams host 
two weekends of great adult softball. It was a busy summer with more people than ever 
taking full advantage of our expanded facilities at Post Pond. 


Fall activities included six Saturday morning soccer clinics for first through fourth graders, 
the annual Pumpkin Festival, our second annual Pumpkin Bowl (adult soccer), and extensive 
use of our basketball and tennis courts right up until the first snows of December. 


The big work of the year was shifting responsibility from the Recreation Committee to the 
Lyme Athletic Fund for many of our activities and all of our fund-raising. The result of our 
combined efforts was a net reduction in the town budget of nearly $4000 and the gift to the 
town of a $60,000 basketball and tennis facility at Post Pond. It has been a lot of hard work 
with credit going to countless volunteers, many involved Lyme citizens and a tireless Recre- 
ation Committee.

ADMINISTRATION OF THE ZONING ORDINANCE 


In April, 1990 Robert Liotta resigned as Zoning Administrator since he had obtained a real 
estate license and wished to avoid any appearance of a conflict of interest. Since then the 
Selectmen have assumed the responsibility of Zoning Administrator. Bob Liotta continues to 
work in the Selectmen’s office as Information Systems Manager. He advises and assists 
applicants for Building/Zoning Permits and prepares the necessary paper work for the 
Selectmen’s consideration and decision and for cases going before the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment (ZBA). 


During 1990, 127 applications for Building/Zoning permits were filed in the Selectmen’s 
office. The Zonin Aaminieece and subsequently the Selectmen acting as Zoning Admin- 
istrator, approved 99 of these requests. With respect to 21 applications, the request was 
either denied or the applicant advised to submit an application to the ZBA for a Special 
ee tion or a Variance. Five applications for permits are still pending and two have been 
withdrawn. 


The ZBA met 23 times during 1990 and, in accordance with Article 10.18 of the Zoning 
Ordinance, heard 20 requests for Special Exceptions, four appeals challenging issued per- 
mits, three requests for Variances and made one interpretation of the ordinance. The Board 
also decided three motions for rehearing. The ZBA’s decisions and minutes of its meetings 
are available to the public at the Town offices.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE LYME ZONING ORDINANCE 


ARTICLE 5. 
Add a new Section 1.35 to read as follows: 
1.35 Status of Other Land Use Ordinances, Regulations and By-Laws. The Town 
of Lyme Building Permit Ordinance, Subdivision Regulations, Driveway Access 
Regulations, Septic System Regulations, Flood Hazard Area Building Code, and 
By-Law Regulating Signs remain in effect. In the event of any conflict between 
the provisions of these ordinances and the Lyme Zoning Ordinance, the provision 
which imposes the greater restriction or the higher standard shall govern. 


ARTICLE 6. 
Add a new Section 1.43 to read as follows: 
1.43 Effect of Amendments on Previously Issued Permits. Subject to the provi- 
sions of Section 9.25, zoning or building permits issued prior to the posting of 
legal notice of any amendment to this Ordinance shall expire one year from the 
date of issuance. The Administrator shall not issue any building or zoning per- 
mits if application for such permit is made after the first legal notice of an amend- 
ment to the Zoning Ordinance has been posted and if the proposed amendment 
would, if adopted, justify refusal of such a permit. 


ARTICLE 7. 
Revise the definition of development in Article II to read as follows: 
Any man-made change to improved or unimproved real estate including, but not 
limited to, construction of road ways, driveways, buildings or other structures, 
mining, dredging, filling, grading, excavation or drilling. 


ARTICLE 8. 
Revise the definition of driveway in Article II to read as follows: 
An area located on a lot, tract or parcel of land and built for direct access to a 
garage or off street parking space, serving not more than two(2) lots or sites. 


ARTICLE 9. 
Replace the first sentence of Section 3.252 with the following two sentences: 
The Steep Slopes Conservation District is hereby defined as comprising all areas 
within which there is an elevation change of 20 feet or more and the average slope 
is 20% or greater. Any area which meets the foregoing criteria lies within the 
Steep Slopes Conservation District even though it may be part of a larger area 
which has an average slope of less than 20%. 
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ARTICLE 10. 

Revise Section 4.62B to read as follows: 

Special Exceptions. Special Exceptions may be granted by the ZBA permitting 

the uses listed below. The application for any Special Exception shall be referred 

to the Planning Board and the Grafton County Soil Conservation Service for 
review and comment prior to scheduling the ZBA hearing on the application. The 
following uses ase permitted by Special Exception in the Steep Slopes Conserva- 
tion District; | 

1. Access ways with a maximum width of 15 feet and a maximum grade of 14%. 

2. Roads which meet the standards for new roads set forth in the Lyme 
Subdivision Regulations. 

3. Such access ways and roads shall be designed, constructed and maintained (a) 
in accordance with standards and limitations established by the Planning Board 
for crossing the Steep Slopes Conservation District and (b) so as to serve the 
objectives of the Steep Slopes Conservation District. 


ARTICLE 11. 
Add a new section, Section 5.25, to read as follows: 
5.25 Road Frontage The minimum road frontage of a lot shall be as shown in 
Table 5.1 except in the case of lots approved in a Cluster/Lot Size Averaging 
Subdivision Plan (see Section 4.46) and conservation lots. Subject to approval by 
the Planning Board in its discretion, clustered and lot size averaged lots and 
conservation lots may have no road frontage but must have adequate access as 
approved by the Planning Board. 


Amend Article II by adopting the following definition: CONSERVATION LOT. 
A Conservation Lot is a lot which is protected permanently through the grant of a 
conservation easement to a governmental agency or a conservation organization 
approved by the Planing Board. The lot may have no road frontage but must have 
adequate access as approved by the Planning Board. Such conservation easement 
shall restrict the uses of the lot to silviculture, agriculture and outdoor recreation 
conducted in accordance with sound conservation practice and shall otherwise be 
in form and substance satisfactory to the Planning Board. 


ARTICLE 12. 
Amend Section 6.10 Applicability of the Sign Regulations by adding the words “or 
political signs” to the fifth sentence so it reads: Temporary “for sale,” “for rent” or 
political signs are not subject to the regulations herein except to the extent of the 
regulations relating to safety, lighting and the prohibition against flashing or 
animated signs. 


ARTICLE 13 
Add a new section, Section 8.23 to read as follows: 
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23 Expansion of Existin res an nstruction of Accessory Buildings 
Within or Into the Conservation Protection Districts. The expansion of existing 
structures and the construction of accessory buildings either within or into the 
Conservation Protection Districts as defined in Sections 3.251 through 3.255 may 
be permitted as a special exception subject to the provisions of Section 10.50 and 
to the following requirements: 


A. such expansion or construction will not significantly violate the objectives of 
the Conservation Protection Districts; 


B. such expansion or construction cannot reasonably be located outside the 
Conservation Protection District; 


C. the footprint of the proposed expansion or construction will not be larger than 
50% of the existing building footprint; and 


D. such expansion will not involve a significant increase in sewage loading with 
the Wetlands, Shoreland or Flood Prone Area Conservation Districts. 


The existing Section 8.23 is retained in its entirety and renumbered as Section 
8.24. 


Add a sentence at the end of Section 5.22 (C) to read as follows: 


The minimum set backs shall not be reduced except in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Section 8.23. 


Revise the last sentence of Section 5.22 (D) to read as follows: 


The set back requirements with respect to sewage disposal systems shall not be 
reduced except in accordance with the provisions of Section 8.23. 


ARTICLE 14. 
Revise Section 9.21 to read as follows (new language underlined.) 
It shall be unlawful to develop, construct, alter, restore, remove or demolish or 
commence any construction, alteration, restoration, removal or demolition of a 
building or structure, or construct or alter a sign or commence development without 
first filing a written application with the Administrator and receiving an approved 


Building Permit. Routine repairs or replacement may be made without issuance of 
a Building Permit in accordance with the provisions of Article I of the Lyme 
Building Permit Ordinance.

The Administrator shall act upon any application within 15 days after its receipt.

If the 
Administrator or Selectmen deny a permit, they shall state their reasons for denial 
in writing to the applicant. 


ARTICLE 16. 
Change the title of Section 9.25 to read as follows: 


9.25 Revocation, Expiration or Renewal of Zoning Permits 


Amend Section 9.25B to read as follows: 


Building and Zoning Permits shall expire one year from the date of issuance. If 
the work or change is use for which a permit was issued has not yet begun or has 
not been completed when the permit expires, the recipient of the permit shall be 
required to obtain a renewal permit. Application for renewal shall include the 
information required for the initial permit, an explanation of the reasons for 
renewal and a description of the work or change in use, if any, completed as of the 
date of the application to renew. If the work or change is use has not been carried 
out to a significant degree, the renewal application will be subject to any amend- 
ment to the Zoning Ordinance which has been adopted since the issuance of the 
initial permit. All renewal applications for a Building or Zoning Permit for which 
a Special Exception or Variance was originally required must be reviewed by the 
ZBA which will decide whether or not to issue a renewal of the Special Exception 
or Variance upon which the initial permit was based.

LYME SCHOOL BOARD 


With current enrollment at the Lyme Elementary School at 198 (compared with a low of 141 

in 1981), the primary focus of the Board has been on the need for additional classroom space 
and renovations to our existing facilities and on trying to keep the budget under control as we 
are faced with increasing costs and increasing enrollments. 
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The Lyme School Study Committee, which had been at work since the defeat of the proposal 
for a new school in March of 1988, presented a plan to the School Board in September, 1990. 
This plan, as requested from the Board, included 5 additional classrooms, 2000 square feet of 
support-services space, and an optional addition to the gym. The Plains building would be 
moved forward and lowered to ground level, then a two-story addition would be built behind 
it, all spaces to be connected and handicapped-accessible. Further expansion would also be 
possible. Drawings are available at the school or from Board members. The estimated cost, 
including the gym expansion, totaled roughly 1.5 million dollars. A preliminary report from 
Kenneth LeClair Associates was optimistic about meeting septic and water requirements on 
the present site, although a new well should be planned for at some point in the future. 


Although the Board and members of the Study Committee feel very positive about this 
proposal, and the Lyme Foundation stands ready to assist, the Board has decided after much 
debate and public input not to follow through with a bond proposal this year, the primary 
factor being the current economic situation. Other factors are the town reassessment and the 
Persian Gulf crisis which contribute to an overall feeling of uncertainty about the year ahead. 


In the meantime, the Board has responded to the petition signed by a substantial number of 
town residents requesting that we consider continued use of the Lyme Center Academy 
Building for kindergarten by having some drawings and estimates of renovations prepared by 
Jonathan Burnham, Director of Plant for the Dresden School District. Mr. Burnham has been 
present at two Board meetings to discuss various possibilities with us. Under consideration 
is a proposal to remove the partition, insulate the building and replace windows, restore the 
main entrance to the front, and to rebuild the side “shed” to include handicapped-accessible 
bathrooms and a ground-level furnace room. The next step involves coordination with the 
Lyme Center committee working on the replacement of the bell tower and public hearings to 
gather input from residents about the renovations and the wishes of the town for future use of 
the Academy Building. 


Our need for additional space and renovations remains acute. We will continue to lease the 
portable classrooms until we are able to find a more permanent solution. 


Another concern of the School Board is the rapidly increasing high school tuition anticipated 
over the next five to ten years due to the larger elementary classes moving into high school. 
Also at issue is whether or not all of the area high schools will be accepting tuition students 
given their own growing enrollments.. A committee is at work exploring alternatives and 
trying to get a handle on what to expect. 


The Board would like to thank those residents who have served or are serving on school 
committees for their time and interest. We share with town residents concern about the costs 
of education, but we continue to be committed to maintaining the excellent quality of educa- 
tion which we have worked hard to achieve.
